Secret Of threatened local trade. From every nook 

Selling ¢ kee 
Succies. and corner come reports ot the serious 
inroads of catalogue houses in territory 
that has always been considered the exclusive selling 
ground of local merchants. In other words, the mail 
order houses have invaded the homes of the dealers 
themselves and have taken away trade from under 
their very noses. They have projected their selling 
forces hundreds and thousands of miles distant from 
their base of supplies and have beaten the local dealer 
at his own game on his own ground. How have they 
done it? 

Of course it is the catalogue that has done the busi- 
ness, but the catalogue alone would not have been able 
to work such a revolution in merchandizing. The 
catalogue has been only the means to the end, not the 
real cause. Back of the catalogue has been the mind 
that compiled-it and the organization that sent it out 
and follows it up with continued solicitation of “more 
business.” Does anyone imagine that the mere send- 
ing out of catalogues would result in diverting trade 
from local merchants to mail order houses located 
hundreds of miles distant, with all the disadvantages 
of long freight hauls, no stocks on display, cash in 
advance, delay in delivery, etc.? No; the catalogue 
alone, no matter how alluring, never could have done 
it. The push behind the catalogue was the agency that 
put all the world into communication with the big 
merchandizers in tall towers far away from the buyers. 
It was work, solicitation, circulars, letters, induce- 
ments of all kinds, as well as the pictures and over- 
drawn descriptive matter of the catalogues, that have 
“sold the goods” until the local dealer is aroused. 
Now, what is he to do? 

In the old days when the prairie fire threatened to 
consume the caravan, men fought fire with fire. In 


these days when the flame of competition threatens to 
overleap all barriers, there is but one resort—fight 
back with the same weapon. If a catalogue is good 
for a mail order house it is good for a retail merchant. 
If circulars and letters, pictures and descriptive mat- 
ter will sell goods a thousand miles away, they will do 
even better at the short range of a township or county 
boundary. The time has come when it is necessary to 
“push” to sell goods. The dealer who wakes up to 
find some farmer in his neighborhood supplied by a 
mail order house with some tool or implement that he, 
the dealer, might have sold him had he brought the 
article to his attention, has only himself to blame for 
the transaction. The mail order house was up and 
doing while the dealer was asleep. 

An exchange tells a story, said to be true, of a 
farmer who built a silo and was in need of an engine 
and cutter, but never having been approached by his 
local dealer, applied to mail order houses for catalogues 
and prices. For months this farmer had been building 
his silo, yet no one came near him. Whose fault was 
it if he sent to a mail order house for his machinery? 

The lesson is plain. The dealer who goes after the 
business will get it; the dealer who sits down with 
folded arms and expects business to come to him will 
get left. 








THOUGH at present the world’s tin market is de- 
clining, the prices of that metal during 1911 have been 
abnormally high. It will be remembered 

_ World's that early in the present year the Lon- 

grt aig don market was quoted at £202, from 

which point a decline began. When it 
is considered that the high figure named means prac- 
tically $1,000 a ton, the full significance of high prices 
begins to be evident. It means that tin was valued 
then in the world’s markets at not much less than 50 
cents a pound, a figure four times the value of copper, 
and that figure may soon obtain again if prices con- 
tinue to advance. 

It is not a question of relative values of the two 
metals, but rather of production and demand. The 
world’s supply is limited to about 100,000 tons a year, 
and of this amount the tin plating industry alone is 
credited with using 25,000 tons a year. The produc- 
tion has been largely from the Straits Settlements, but 
that source of supply is said to be failing gradually 
and other mines must be found and developed if tin is 
not to become soon one of the rarest of the industrial 
metals, 

There is some encouragement to believe that tin 
may yet be produced in large quantities in South 
Africa. Tin mining in that country is in its infancy, 
but there are encouraging reports from the Transvaal, 
the Cape and Natal which would seem to indicate that 
a great tin mining industry may yet be developed 
there. The ground already staked out for mines ex- 
tends some forty miles in length, though the best that 
can be said is that the surface indications are favor- 
able. It is believed that a big ore body exists some- 
where in the neighborhood. 

At present the discovery of a productive tin mine 
would be worth more to the discoverer and the world 
than a gold mine. And unless some such discovery is 
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made soon the advance in tin values must continue, in 
keeping with the increased demand as contrasted with 
the limited supply. 








A MEETING has been called for October 18th and 
19th, 1911, to be held at Chicago, for the purpose of

Peron Si augurated by the retail lumber dealers 


organizations and is in the nature of a 
protest against the attempt of the government to pros- 
ecute lumber dealers for alleged conspiracy in viola- 
tion of the Sherman Law. The plan is to organize re- 
tail dealers into one great federation that will be able 
to wield an influence in the enactment of laws favor- 
able to trade and commerce. The time seems to be 
ripe for the launching of this movement, for retail 
organizations which attempt to control trade or prices 
in the slightest degree are now confronted with ex- 
tinction if the case against the lumber dealers’ asso- 
ciations is decided adversely to them. 

Irregularity in the conduct of business has been the 
bane of mercantile life ever since the commercial 
world began. It is to check such irregularity ‘that the 
associations are formed. If the pending lumber trade 
prosecutions succeed in their aims, there will be no 
possible check to the “go-as-you-please’’ policy adopt- 
ed by certain houses in selling goods to anyone who 
will buy, and the result will be most disastrous to 
every retail merchant. Organization is the logical 
remedy for abuses in any trade, and national organiza- 
tion, if possible, would be a powerful influence to keep 
in line refractory elements in every branch of business. 

Whatever opinions may prevail as to the proper 
methods to be adopted, there can be no question but 
that it is high time for the retail merchants of this 
country to protect themselves against assaults of all 
kinds. Menaced from every quarter, they have here- 
tofore been unable to effect anything in the way of 
advantage to themselves as a body. They are threat- 
ened with extinction by mail order houses and the 
parcels post, and charged with violation of the anti- 
trust law if they protect themselves against double- 
dealing wholesalers. They are, in fact, between the 
devil and the deep sea. They cannot jump into the sea 
and survive; it is time for them to smite the devil. 

It is a very plain proposition that a manufacturer 
or jobber should not sell direct to the consumer if he 
expects the support of retailers. No very profound 
argument is needed to demonstrate that point. Any 
retailer who catches his jobber selling to an individual 
buyer in his town at the same prices as to the retailer 
is justified in refusing to buy from that jobber any 
more; and in aggravated cases he may think himself 
justified in going out and telling other retailers just 
what he has discovered, with the result that they also 
may withdraw their patronage from the jobber. If 
this is conspiracy in restraint of trade it comes pretty 
near being “justifiable self-defense ;” at least that is 
what the retailers are prepared to maintain, both in 
and out of Congress, when they perfect their organiza- 


tion. 
There are other questions to be considered, one of 
which is the sale of proprietary goods at a retail price 
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fixed by the manufacturer. By a fine point of law this, 
too, has been construed as “restraint of trade; which 
means that price-cutting, wholesale and retail, is to go 
on unchecked, and that any attempt to check it is a 
crime. In view of past experiences in some lines of 
merchandizing in which price cutting has reached the 
limit—notably the drug trade—the retailers of this 
country may be excused for desiring to organize for 
their own protection. 








THE cost of doing business is an item that is not 
taken into consideration as much as it should be. 
Every dealer knows the cost of the goods 


ie he buys, but does he know the cost of 
am selling them? Take stoves, for example. 


The actual cost of a stove at the factory 
is no criterion at all for a cost basis of a stove sold and 
delivered to a customer. Every expense connected 
with the stove is in part chargeable to the sale of that 
stove. 

Every dealer should keep an accurate account of his 
costs of doing business, as a basis for his scale of 
charges. If he doesn’t keep such an account, he is on 
dangerous ground. 


Assuming that he is doing a business of $50,000 a 
year, and that his rent, clerk hire, freight and cartage, 
postage, printing and advertising and incidental ex- 
penses total $5,000, his “expense of doing business” 
will be 10 per cent of his sales. In many lines this 
item will run up to 25 per cent or higher, especially 
if the dealer adds to the amount an estimated salary 
for himself. Whatever the percentage may be, it is 
readily ascertained by comparing the total of expense 
with the total sales; and the percentage thus obtained 
should be included in the cost of every article sold. 


For example, suppose that the “expense of selling,” 
as it might be styled, is 20 per cent—not a high per- 
centage. Then on the sale of a $65 stove there must 
be deducted $13 as cost of doing business. This leaves 
net receipts on that sale of $52, out of which the profit 
must be made. But no allowance is yet made for bad 
debts or dead stock. Possibly these items may call for 
a further deduction of another 20 per cent, and if so, 
the net revenue to the dealer from the sale of that 
stove would be only $39 and he would be perilously 
near loss on such sales. The remedy. of course, is to 
eliminate the bad debts and dead stock, but unless he 
is keeping a close watch for those “leaks” the dealer 
will not be in position to stop them. A little attention 
to the small losses and expenses will reveal the fact 
that, in the aggregate, they amount to a big sum. 


That there is a surprising amount of carelessness 
among retail dealers and contractors in the matter of 
accounting is evident to the writer from his expe- 
rience in talking with retailers and manufacturers in 
various cities and towns in the middle west. Lack of 
exact knowledge as to cost of doing business is respon- 
sible for reckless price cutting, and consequent loss 
both to the cutter and his competitors, ending 
eventually in one or more bankruptcies. Bookkeeping 
seems to be a waste of time, in some instances, but in 
reality it is the most profitable work a dealer can do, 
provided he does it well. Accurate bookkeeping gives 
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him exact knowledge as to just “where he is at’”’— 
without which knowledge he is “all at sea.” 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

A barber has but one thing to advertise, a shave, 
yet here is a barber that has made a small fortune by 
his skill in advertising. He has a “swell” shop at 
Ligonier, Pa., owns an $8,000 home there, and this is 
the way he does it. AW along the railroad track lead- 
ing to Ligonier may be seen signs on fence boards: 
“Save your whiskers for Dice,” almost immediately 
another which says “Dice, he shaves,’ then another, 
“Dice, Tonsorial Barber,” and others, “Dice, the Bob- 
ber,” “Whiskers removed without pain, Dice,” “Hair- 
cutting while you wait, Dice,” “Barbering at whole- 
sale and retail, Dice,” “A city shave in a country shop, 
Dice,” and many others along the same general strain, 
but of infinite variety. These are painted on the 
fences, on the stones in the river, on out-buildings by 
the wayside and some are of the up-to-date steel em- 
bossed signs so much used in modern out-door adver- 
tising. The result is, prosperous barber with a model 
shop in a small town. 

* * x 

No longer is it in order to pity the farmer. The 
tables have been turned and soon the exodus from 
cities to farms will be complained of instead of the 
tendency of-farmers’ sons to seek employment in the 
cities. Farm life has been made so attractive by mod- 
ern improvements, telephones, automobiles, rural free 
delivery, good roads, etc., that the old talk of isolation 
and loneliness no longer applies. Only the other day 
43 Iowa farmers, in as many automobiles, made a 
1oo-mile “sociability” run that a millionaire might 
have envied a few years ago. They proved to their 
satisfaction that there is more sociability and less lone- 
liness in the country than in the heart of a great city, 
provided one owns an auto, and most farmers do. 

* * * 

Travelers in China attribute the lack of progress in 
that country to the want of public spirit. They say it 
is “every man for himself and the devil take the hind- 
most” in China, and that the results of this policy are 
plainly evident in the chaotic condition of all public 
utilities. Instead of having great steamboat lines on 
their rivers, which are the natural highways of the 
country, they have innumerable junks and boats of all 
descriptions, each run by an individual owner and 
usually sheltering an entire family. Instead of rail- 
Ways penetrating to every section, as in the United 
States and Europe, goods are carried on the backs of 
coolies. The waste of utility is enormous, and this is 
reflected in the lives of the people. 

Daily wage rates in China, reckoned in United 
States currency, are said to be: Machinists, 40 to 75 
cents, blacksmiths 38 cents, carpenters 25 cents, elec- 
tricians 40 cents, stone masons 15, bricklayers 15, 
molders 60, plasterers 20, stonecutters 25, farm labor- 
ers 30, and common laborers 20 cents. 

The cost of foodstuffs, such as the natives use, are 
as follows, in cents per pound: Fresh pork 15, salt 


pork 10, sausage 7, ham 20, flour (foreign) 3%, flour 
(native) 214, sugar 4, tea 15, rice 3. 

The character of fabrics usually bought by the na- 
tives cost, per yard, about 6 cents for muslins, 7% 
cents for calico, and 25 cents for woolens, while their 
cloth shoes cost about 40 cents per pair. 

From these figures it is evident that the people of 
China are between the upper and the nether millstone, 
with low wages on the one hand and high cost of liv- 
ing on the other, and this is due largely to the fact 
that they are a thousand years behind the times in the 
matter of transportation and other facilities of ex- 
change. 

All of which leads to the conclusion that the United 
States is about the best country in the world for the 
average man to live in. 

x 

This is a great country. We say it contains nearly 
a hundred millions of people, but that conveys little of 
definite meaning. It is the purchasing power of such 
an immense number of people that counts, and that is 
shown in the history of many enterprises that have 
grown up in the past decade or two. Some of the 
seemingly small business hopes have blossomed out 
into big realizations. Everybody knows of such in- 
stances. Here is one: 

A traveling salesman with no more money than the 
average traveler invented a safety razor fifteen years 
ago. Eight years later he secured a patent, after much 
difficulty. In three years his company made three 
million razors. It is now turning out 50,000,000 extra 
blades every year and has factories in the United 
States, Canada, England and France. The company 
was originally capitalized at $650,000 and the stock 
was not considered worth 50 cents on the dollar. It is 
now valued at more than $6,500,000 and probably 
could not be bought for that sum. So much for an 
idea, born in the brain of a traveling salesman, and 
the wonderful possibilities of expansion in the United 
States.

OPPOSES THE CREDIT SYSTEM. 





Editor AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have been much interested in the discussion car- 
ried on in AMERICAN: ARTISAN about “cash or 
credit.” To my mind the cash plan is the only one, and 
[ will tell you why. For years I conducted a store in a 
large town in New York state and though I carried a 
full stock and did a good business I was always a little 
short of money because I carried so much on the books. 
At last I had a fire and lost everything but the insur- 
ance. I had several thousand dollars outstanding but 
collected only a small part of it. 

I took what money I could save out of the wreck 
and moved to a larger town and started a racquet 
store. I have done well selling goods for 5, 10 and 
25 cents. It is an all cash business and small sales, 
but I wouldn’t go back to the old store for anything. 
Every night I know just where I stand and have the 
money to pay my bills and buy to the best advantage. 
My credit is good and I am making a good living 
and best of all, I don’t worry. 

I would like to ask my credit-giving friends if they 
can get credit for street car or railroad tickets or if 
they would think of such a thing as asking a restaur- 
ant keeper for credit for a meal or a cigar dealer for 
cigars or the post office for postage stamps. Is it 
not a fact that the biggest fortunes in the country 
have been made in cash business? And why should 
a retailer be asked to sell goods for credit any more 
than an express company to carry goods on credit. 
The mail order houses are getting rich to the tune of 
millions by doing a cash business, and the retail mer- 
chants are losing ground almost as fast by trusting 
everybody. It is time to stop this credit business.

THE CRISIS IN A SELLING TALK. 


The most precarious moment in a sale is when 
a prospect is both sold and unsold. 

The moment when he has “half a mind” to buy, 
when his objections have all been satisfactorily an- 
swered, when he approves of the deal as the salesman 
has represented it but still hesitates to say, “I’ll accept 
your proposition,” is the moment when the most deli- 
cate handling is necessary. 

It is most important that the salesman should rec- 
ognize this crisis, and dropping the demonstration of 
his samples attempt to close without delay. 

Continue talking five minutes too long and your 
prospect will have changed his mind, perhaps. His 
consent must be caught on the wing, as it were. On 
the other hand, if you attempt to close him prema- 
turely, you will receive an emphatic turndown and 
will find it difficult to reopen your selling talk. 

A good salesman knows instinctively the exact mo- 
ment to close, just as a well trained soldier knows, 
without explicit orders, when to stop marking time 
and fall into line as the parade goes by. It is often 
fatal to a sale to ask a man whether or not he is will- 
ing and ready to sign. Business men are so grounded 
in the habit of saying “No” that the prospect is likely 
to answer in the negative from mere force of habit. 
And he is so accustomed to believing his own words 
that, having heard himself say “No!” he is more than 
likely to believe it. 

As great issues often hinge upon trifles, so a sale, 
at such a juncture, often depends upon some trivial 
act of the salesman in getting the order book and the 
pen into the prospect’s hands before the latter’s atten- 
tion has been called to them. Often a mere gesture, 
indicating the line on which the man is to sign, will 
do the work better than an urgent appeal to him to 
sign. 

I know a salesman who has made the most careful 
preparations for handling just such crises. He carries 
a fountain pen (taking care that it is always in good 
condition and readiness for instant use) with a wide 
rubber band wrapped around the handle of the pen. 
When he perceives that his prospect is sold and un- 
sold, he begins his closing argument (which usually 
is a brief summary of the points he has previously 
made) and by added emphasis increases the degree 
of attention with which the prospect regards him. He 
then brings out his pen and drops it on the desk con- 
venient to the prospect’s hand. The rubber band pre- 
vents the pen from rolling too far, or making a noise 
when it falls. Almost involuntarily the prospect will 
pick up the pen, and when he does so he finds the 
order book ready for him. He is still absorbed in 
what the salesman is saying and signs as a matter 
of course. 
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Some salesmen lose many sales which they might 
make if they understood the importance of such trifles 
as this. Sometimes the prospect will be fairly con- 
vinced that he is being offered a good thing—that he 
ought to have it—and is on the verge of placing the 
order when a painful hitch occurs while the salesman 
fishes in his pockets for a pen, nervously adjusts it 
and then digs down to another pocket for his order 
blanks. Ten to one the prospect, during this wait— 
even if it is not of more than a minute’s duration— 
will decide to “think it over” and put the salesman 
off with a half promise to buy next time.—H. M. Betts 
in the Michigan Tradesman.

OBITUARY. 





James Dwyer. 

James Dwyer, founder of the Peninsular Stove Co. 
of Detroit, Mich., died Sunday, Sept. 17, at his sum- 
mer cottage at Grosse Point, in his 69th vear. When 
a boy of seven years he was left fatherless and moth- 
erless. With an older brother he went out to make 
his way in the world and it is a remarkable fact that 
James Dwyer founded the Peninsular Stove Co., of 
which at the time of his death he was vice-president 
and general manager, and his brother, Jeremiah, is 
also president of the Michigan Stove Company. These 
two brothers, according to their friends, were the 
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originators of the present stove industry of Detroit, 
one of the earliest great industries of the city. 
James Dwyer was born September 16, 1842, in what 
was then known as Springwells, now a part of the 
city of Detroit. Left an orphan at the time when 
most boys are just starting their schooling, he man- 
aged to make a living and obtain a common school 
education. He left Michigan as soon as his schooling 
was finished and served a four-year apprenticeship as 
machinist in New York. He married Miss Susan 


Lane in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., September 4, 1862. 
Within a year of his marriage he was called to De- 
troit to become manager of the Detroit Stove Works. 
His brother, Jeremiah, had been president, but had 
gone south, and the younger of

stepped into his place. During his management, the 
Detroit Stove Works made rapid progress. 

But in 1879 James Dwyer resigned his position and 
founded the Peninsular Stove Company. Married 
at 20, manager of a factory at 21, and proprietor of a 
factory at 37, the orphan boy had progressed further 
than do most men in a lifetime. The subsequent his- 
tory of his company is well known to the trade. 

Mr. Dwyer was known for his practical charities. 
His wife died nine years ago. He is survived by his 
brother, Jeremiah ; his daughters, Mrs. D. T. Crowley, 
Mrs. H. J. Kinnucan and Blanche Dwyer; and ‘his 
sons, James M., treasurer of thé Peninsular Stove 
Company ; Edwin L., purchasing agent, and Albert E., 
statistician, all of Detroit.

RECENT TARIFF DECISIONS. 


The Board of General Appraisers at New York has 
decided that duty should be assessed on metal rods 
about 4 to ™% inch in diameter and about 13 to 18 
feet in length. Duty was assessed at the rate of 6-10 
of one cent a pound as “iron in rods.” The: import- 
ers claimed entry as “wire rods’ with a tax of only 
3-10 of a cent per pound. 

The board sustained a protest filed by Robert B. 
Ways relating to the classification of iron drums con- 
taining permanganate of potash. The drums were as- 
sessed separately from their contents at the rate of 
30 per cent ad valorem as “unusual” coverings. It 
was claimed by the importers that the drums are duti- 
able at the ad valorem rates applicable to their 
contents, 

The board overruled a protest filed by James Garcia 
concerning the classification of iron drums used in the 
transportation of linseed oil. The drums were as- 
sessed as “unusual” coverings, the importers main- 
tained that they are the usual containers.

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IRON AND STEEL MARKET IN JAPAN. 








Commercial Agent Lovett M. Wood writes that 
in the item of nails the United States has a fairly im- 
portant trade with Japan and will probably retain this 
business despite the competition of other countries 
and the disposition of Japan to manufacture steel and 
iron products. Germany, which is credited with most 
earnest efforts to market its products in the Far East, 
last year supplied Japan with scarcely two-thirds as 
many nails, bolts, nuts, etc., as were purchased from 
the United States, and Great Britain’s total is less than 
half that of Germany. 


To hold and increase the trade with Japan in this 
line, American manufacturers must see that there is 
no legitimate cause for complaint as to delay in filling 
orders or irregularity of quotations, based upon mill 
activity, to care first for home demands. The United 
States has the advantage of time in deliveries, while 
finish, package, and price are all satisfactory. Under 
such circumstances, it should not be hard to strengthen 
the buyers’ favor for American goods of this and other 
classes. 

During 1910 the United States sold Japan a total of 
38,430,887 pounds of plain and galvanized nails, 
screws, bolts and nuts, rivets, dog spikes, boot pro- 
tectors, and similar articles, valued at $815,399. The 
great bulk of this trade was in nails, amounting to 
37,181,086 pounds, valued at $778,786. Japan’s total 
imports of plain and galvanized nails amounted to 
65,741,572 pounds, valued at $1,389,241, so that the 
United States supplied considerably more than half.

EXPORTS OF IRON AND STEEL. 





An increase of over 51 million dollars in the ex- 
ports of iron and steel manufactures and a decrease of 
over 4 million dollars in the imports of this class of 
merchandise are striking characteristics of the foreign 
commerce of the United States in the fiscal year just 
ended. Iron and steel manufactures exported aggre- 
gated $230,725,351 in value, against $179,133,186 in 
1910 and $183,982,182 in the former high record 
year, 1908. 

The exports of iron and steel manufactures in the 
fiscal year 1911 were $51,592,165 in excess of those 
of the preceding year and $46,743,169 in excess of the 
highest record ever made prior to 1911. Ten years 
ago, in 1901, the exports of iron and steel manufac- 
tures amounted to but 117 million dollars; twenty 
years ago, 29 million; and 30 years ago, 16% million, 
speaking in round terms. The chief growth has oc- 
curred in the last dozen years, the total having never 
touched the $100,000,000 line prior to 1900, in which 
year it was 122 million dollars. By 1905 it had risen 
to 135 million; by 1908, to 184 million; and in IgII, 
as already indicated, the total was 231 million. 

This growth of 51 million dollars in the fiscal year 
I9II, a growth which far exceeds that of any earlier 
year, was distributed among nearly all the important 
classes of iron and-steel exported. Exports of metal- 
working machinery, for example, advanced from a 
little less than 6 million dollars in 1910 to 934 million 
in I911; sewing machines, from 7% million to 9 
million dollars ; machinery as a whole, from 80 million 
to 104% million dollars; wire, from 8% to over 10 
million dollars; structural iron and steel, from 534 
million to 824 million dollars; builders’ hardware and 
tools, from 14 million to 17 million; electrical machin- 
ery, from 6 million to 8 million; locomotives, from 
2% million to practically 4 million dollars; typewrit- 
ers, from 8% million to 934 million; pipes and fittings, 
from 9% million to 1034 million dollars; and bars or 
rods of steel, from 4% million to 5 million dollars. 

One remarkable feature of the iron and steel export 
trade is the fact that tin and terne plates show in IgII 
exports to the value of $2,489,094, against $912,171 
in 1910, the quantity exported in 1911 being 70,199,- 
298 pounds, against 26,168,315 pounds in the preced- 
ing year. This record of 70 million pounds exported 
in I91I is more than twice as great as in the former 
high record year, 1908, when the total was 33! mil- 
lion pounds ; is nine times as great as in 1904 and 50 
times as great as in 1901, when tin plate exports first 
exceeded 1 million pounds.

Skylight ventilators are made in many different 


shapes and sizes, but the one here shown is frequently 


used and will serve as a practical principle in develop- 
ing similar ones. As will be seen there is the square 
base, a round body to which is attached the flange, 
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1-2-3 in plan into the elevation, then draw the mit¢ 
line M/ N as shown. For.the pattern of the hood “4 
set compass to X W as radius, and any place as X 
as center strike an arc indefinitely, then draw the lin 
X’ W, and with the compass take spaces a-b-c-d- 
from the quarter plan of ventilator and step thes 
spaces off on the arc just described; it is understoo 
that these spaces must be doubled in order to make th 
half pattern as the plan only gives one quarter of the 
ventilator. ‘The pattern for the flange “B” is devel 
oped by setting compass to Y U and Y V as radii and

ring and hood. To proceed with this problem, first 
draw the elevation and section through ventilator ; in 
actual work the half elevation is sufficient, and in 
making such a ventilator the area or air space between 
the points W and V and the ring “E” must be made 
to have the same sized opening all around and to equal 
the area of the stem or body “C.” After the ventilator 
is proportioned correctly, then draw the plan of the 
base and body which is described from the center Z, 
also describe the quarter plan of the ventilator as 
shown, and divide in equal spaces and letter all points, 
also divide a quarter of the plan in equal spaces as 
shown by I-2-3, etc., then from these points draw 
horizontal lines to the base line 4-4 as shown by

tinue until the pattern is finished. The pattern for the 
body “C” is developed by drawing the horizontal 
stretchout line 1-1, and with compass take spaces 
1-2-3, etc. from plan, and step them off on the stretch- 
out line as shown; next drop the stretchout lines, and 
project horizontal lines from points in the miter line 
M N until they reach lines having the same number in 
the stretchout as shown by 1’-2’-3’, etc., then trace a 
free hand line through these points of intersection, 


and the pattern for the body “C” is complete. For 


the pattern of the inclined portion “D,” draw the line 
4-4 in pattern “D” at right angles to the miter line 
M N, then with the compass take spaces 4-3’ 3'-2: 
2’-1’ etc. from plan and step them off on the line just 
drawn in pattern “D” as 4-3-2-1, etc.; now from these 
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points project the lines as shown which must be paral- 
lel to the miter line MN. Now from points in the 
miter line M N project lines until they reach their 
proper line as shown by 3’-2’-1’, etc.; next trace a 
free hand curve through these points of intersection, 
also draw the slant lines and the pattern for the in- 
clined portion “D” is finished. In daily work the 
lower rectangular part of the base would be added to 
the pattern “D” which would save making a seam 
at M. The ring “E” is merely a straight strip of 
metal equal in width to’ the depth of the ring in sec- 
tion, and equal in length to four times the spaces 
ABCD and E in plan. However, in this case, only 
half the pattern is shown; edges must be allowed for 
seaming and hemming. The iron braces should be 
bent and holes punched to conform with the design 
in the elevation. 
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THE PATTERN OF AN ELLIPTICAL PIPE TO FIT 
AGAINST A ROOF OF ONE INCLINATION.

In Fig. 269, let J H G J be the elevation of an ellip- 
tical pipe fitting against a roof, represented by E F. 
Let A BC D be the section or profile of the pipe.

Draw the profile in convenient proximity to the eleva- 
tion, as shown, and divide it into any convenient num- 
ber of parts. Place the T-square parallel to the sides 
of the pipe, and bringing it against the points in the 
profile, drop lines cutting the roof line E F, as shown. 
Opposite to the end of the pipe, and at right angles to 
it, lay off a stretchout, as shown by M L, and through 
the points in it draw measuring lines in the usual 
manner, Reverse the T-square, placing it at right 
aici: to the pipe, and, bringing it successively 
against the points in E F, cut the corresponding 
measuring lines as indicated. A line traced through 
these points, as shown by R O N, will be the required 
pattern. 

In the illustration the long diameter of the ellipse, 
or A C, is shown as crossing the roef, The method 
of procedure would be exactly the same if the pipe 
were placed in the opposite position—that is, with the 
short diameter D B crossing the roof. 

In such case the profile should be turned so that 
D B is across the roof, or parellel to H G, and the 
elevation duly projected from it. 

The pipe might with equal facility be placed so that 
the long diameter should lie at any oblique angle 
desired,

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A MOLD FOR CHIMNEY TOPS. 


Newton Lyle Reid, of Canton, IIll., has been granted 
United States Patent No. 1,002,314 on a mold for 
chimney tops, composed 
of two parts hingedly re- 
lated to each other, each 
of the parts including an 
outer wall, and an inner 
wall spaced therefrom 
and of less length than 
the outer wall. The in- 
ner wall tapers outwardly 
from a point approxi- 
mately midway of the 
length of the outer wall, 
and transverse partitions 
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end of the core and seating on the extended portions 
of the bottom elements to close the lower end of the 
mold. The plate is formed with perforations, and 
means to hold the hinged parts together, the means 
including a member seating on top of the hinged parts 
and having a depending flange which engages the sides 
of the hinged parts. The members also have a bot- 
tom wall formed with perforations, the perforations of 
the bottom core plate and of the member being adapt- 
ed to receive and hold reinforcing wires.

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of the metal, and of water containing a chemical 
capable of exerting a cleaning action upon the metal. 





SHEET STEEI. OPPORTUNITY IN ECUADOR. 


Consul-General Herman R. Dietrich, of Guaya- 
quil, Ecuador, writes that at the present time there is 
not much demand in that country for such building 
materials as metal ceilings, its use being confined to 
some of the more pretentious public buildings and a 
few private residences. 

The material commonly employed in Ecuador for 
inside and outside walls and ceilings is split bamboo 
poles, which are plastered over and painted, for the 
outside, and calcimined or papered for the inside. The 
outside walls are sometimes covered with galvanized- 
iron sheets and painted, or faced with sheet iron 
stamped and ornamented to represent brick or stone. 
Occasionally the inside and outside walls and ceilings 
are finished in wood, but the plaster finish is the one 
most commonly employed. The roofing material is 


usually either Spanish tile or corrugated galvanized 
iron. 


WAGES OF WELSH TIN-PLATE WORKERS. 





Consul Lorin A. Lathrop, of Cardiff, Wales, says 
that the piecework system is largely in vogue in the 
tin-plate mills of South Wales, and that the rollers, 
doublers, etc., work in shifts, one week in the day 
shift and the next in the night shift. The shifts are of 
eight hours, and in the transfer from one to another 
the men lose some time. Their wages for four weeks 
are as follows: Per 176 hours, behinders, $26.77 to 
$37; doublers, $48.67 to $68.13; furnace men, $48.67 
to $58.40; rollers, $60.83 to $87.60; risers, $21.90 to 
$29.20; tinmen, $43.80 to $58.40. Four weeks: An- 
nealers—Head $73, other $38.93 to $58.40; assorters, 
$48.67 to $63.26; boxers, $43.80 to $58.40; shearers, 
$58.40 to $85.16. 
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PRODUCTION OF ALUMINUM. 


For several years France was the only country pro- 
ducing aluminum, large mines of oxide of aluminum 
or bauxite, now turning out over 200,000 tons annu- 
ally, having been opened in the Departments of Var, 
Bouches-du-Rhone, and Herault. The :number of 
French aluminum factories has increased in the re- 
gion of the Alps, especially in the Department of 
Savoie, where there are six establishments. With the 
two other French factories, it is estimated that the 
total output is considerably above 25,000 tons annu- 
ally. 

Aluminum has become indispensable in the con- 
struction of automobiles, dirigible- balloons and aero- 
planes. It is employed also in paper decorations and 
for wrapping purposes. It has been found of enor- 
mous advantage also in the textile industry. Combined 
with silk, it makes a brilliant fabric, which can be 
given any desired color and which cannot be excelled 
for making ceremonial costumes and theatrical ward- 
robes. In addition to the ordinary uses, it is also 
employed in the manufacture of reticules, scarfs, and 
various articles of use and ornament, and because of 
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the high price of copper it has been largely used as 
a substitute for that metal in the manufacture of 


electrical cables.

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ADVERTISING IS A SCIENCE—HOW, WHEN 
AND WHAT TO ADVERTISE ARE ESSEN- 
TIALS TO SUCCESS. 








BY GEORGE RAVELING. 

Modern advertising is a science and requires a good 
deal of thought and brains to make it a paying propo- 
sition. The three most important points to be consid- 
ered are, when, how and what to advertise? A mer- 
chant who strives to make his business a successful 
and profitable one keeps pushing all the time and needs 
to. 

The moment he lets things drift with the tide he 
goes on the downward path and the result is a failure 
in the end, 

The same terms may be applied to advertising. 
Push, interest and observation are required to make a 
successful advertiser. 

It takes push to get what you want and when you 
want it from the printer, and interest in the work to get 
the desired effect of the advertisement for a man not 
interested in the work is not a good advertiser for 
the reason that his mind is not on the work in hand. 
It takes a man’s whole mind to write copy for a suc- 
cessful advertisement. 

Observation is another essential point in successfu! 
advertising. Observe what the other man does and 
improve upon his methods as well as upon your own. 
By close observation of the advertising which appears 
in the papers every day a man can gain more practical 
knowledge of the advertising proposition than in any 
other way. The first point to be considered is when to 
advertise. A good many merchants have the spas- 
modic advertising habit, and instead of keeping at it 
continuously they take now and then a large space, in- 
sert a big advertisement and then let matters slide 
along until they again get the notion to take another 
plunge. This sort of advertising is not a paying prop- 
osition, and the sooner it is dropped the better for 
the firm. 

A merchant must keep his name and goods before 
the people all the time, and to do this means a contin- 
ual advertising campaign—a campaign that will mean 
to go at it and keep at it as long as business 1s ex- 
pected to keep up and increase. 

There are a good many advertisers and a large per- 
centage of them are retail merchants who do not use 
space in the newspapers regularly but will bite at some 
scheme such as special editions, church papers, show 
bills, etc. These advertisements are practically worth- 
less. They are seldom read by the public, and even 
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if they were, they are immediately forgotten, and the 
money spent is wasted. 

While in a printing office recently I overheard a con- 
versation between the editor and the advertising man- 
ager of a show. The latter wanted a page advertise- 
ment in the local paper and intended to get the business 
men of the city to insert small advertisements, together 
with the show advertisement. The idea was to get a 
novel sort of advertisement, and, of course, the price 
the business men paid would cover the cost of the en- 
tire page, and the show would get the benefit without 
cost. 

The editor objected on the ground that his heavy 
advertisers would not use as much space as usual, 
which naturally would cut down his profit on the ad- 
vertisements. 

In reply to this the advertising manager said that a 
business man who understood the advertising propo- 
sition and used regular space would not insert his ad- 
vertisement in this fashion, as he would know that 
this kind of advertising was worthless, but the people 
he was after were the ones who did not use regular 
space 
This incident shows very plainly that this man knew 
who would receive the benefit of the advertisement, 
and he also knew that the merchant who is wise would 
not consent to insert an advertisement in this manner, 
but would stick to his regular space. 

A merchant once said to the solicitor for a news- 
paper that he could not afford to advertise now as busi- 
ness was dull and sales were not up to the standard; 
a bad mistake on the part of the merchant. The most 
important time to advertise is when business is dull. 

Advertising is the means to bring business, and the 
time to go after it with energy is the time when it is 
dull, 

A merchant who does a clean and square business 
and is not afraid to back up his goods with his name 
and reputation is the man who can afford to advertise. 
The only people who can not afford to invest their 
money to bring to the public’s notice the good points 
of their goods are those who have not confidence 
enough in their goods to back them up with printed 
claims concerning them. The time to advertise is right 
now and every day, and do not put it off until tomor- 
row. How to advertise depends a great deal upon the 
class of people the advertising reaches in the commun- 
ity. 

Certain kinds of advertising will appeal to some 
communities, while in another it will be a failure, ac- 
cording to the sentiment of the people. 

A careful study of these conditions will soon put the 
advertiser on the right track and bring the desired 
results. 

An advertisement should be in a space by itself and 
not distributed all through the paper. This method is 
liable to be confusing as they are generally set near 
some other advertisement. 

A co-operative advertising campaign, conducted by 
a list of merchants in a Western city which I have 
watched for the last few weeks, proves this very read- 
ily. The merchants on a certain street use a large 
space in the daily papers and their slogan is “Make 


Third street the trading center of the city.” This 
co-operative plan has its bad points as well as its good. 

sy looking at it from a customer’s point of view the 
advertising confuses the customer. Each merchant 
advertises several articles each day and the advertise- 
ments are all grouped. A customer reading the ad- 
vertisement would not know what store advertised 
certain articles after reading the advertisements even 
although she were well acquainted with the neighbor- 
hood. A merchant should use space regularly each 
week on a certain page of the paper and his customers 
will know where to look for his advertisements and 
find what he offers. Another very important point to 
consider is what to advertise. This problem confronts 
every advertising man at least once a week. Look at 
the question from the customer’s viewpoint and think 
what would interest her. Every woman admires new 
goods and is interested the moment she reads the head 
ing, New Spring Goods Just In, or, A New Line of 
Skirts and Waists Just Arrived, etc. New goods and 
bargains are always interesting and are not to be over- 
looked. The first impulse on the part of the merchant 
when new goods arrive is to make attractive displays 
of them, and the finishing touch is the advertising ot 
the goods. Old goods advertised over and over and 
letting new goods take care of themselves will not 
bring’ results. New goods should always occupy a 
prominent space in the advertisements and old goods 
will move with the rest if given good display room be- 
side the new goods. 

If new goods are not on hand several good bargains 
will always appeal to the women. Bargains are things 
they can not resist. Successful advertising means 
study and patience, but a merchant is amply rewarded 
for the time and study spent, and times are never too 
dull-to advertise. A man who does not take his meals 
regularly, skips one here and there, is soon cast out of 
the world. It is the same with the retail business. 
Irregular advertising produces the same results. Prac- 
tice the science and do not forget to advertise.—Michi- 
gan Tradesman.

AMERICAN ARTISAN AND HARDWARE RECORD 


Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

General business is in a fairly satisfactory condi- 
tion, and the hardware business in particular is im- 
From every branch of the hardware trade 
come reassuring reports. The unanimous verdict is 
that, while business was dull during the summer, there 
is a notable picking up now, and that if present indi- 
cations are to be relied upon, the coming fall and win- 
ter will see a very satisfactory trade. 

Wherever the crops have been good there is a ten- 
dency on the part of buyers to buy a better grade of 
goods than heretofore, which means that the retail 
stores are reaping the benefit of good times. This is 
noticeable in the South where the cotton crop has 
turned out well, and in parts of the West and North- 
west where the cereal crops have been good. 

Last week developed large orders in the steel trade, 
especially for merchants’ steel and wrought iron pipe, 
Pittsburgh mills booking contracts for 120 miles of 
six to fourteen inch pipe. Car shops placed contracts 
for 5,000 tons to 10,000 tons of structural steel in 
the East and Central West. Miscellaneous orders for 
finished products generally were larger, permitting an 
increased schedule of mill operations. 

Prices remain unchanged as to nails. The base 
price at the mill for jobbers is $1.70 per keg and $1.85 
at the mill for less than carloads. The base price of 
cut nails at the mill for jobbers is $1.60 per keg. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.93, $2.00 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.99, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95.

TINPLATE. 

The strength of the situation continues to lie in 
the big export movement, which is remarkable in view 
of the experience of past years. The figures for seven 
months of 1911 show exports of 30,331 tons, against 
imports of 12,369 tons, quite a reversal of the usual 
figures. Aside from that, the domestic demand is 
about normal for this time of year, so that the mills 
are kept running at a fair percentage of their capac- 
itv. The outlook, on the whole, is good. 

The present quotation for tin plate to retailers f. 0. 
b. Chicago, is $8.90 per 100 pounds, 20x28. 

SHEETS. 

A summary of trade conditions by the American 
Metal Market says that the leading interest continues 
to operate fully 70 per cent of its sheet mills, and is 
aggressive in both the export and domestic market. 
While it is possibly not meeting all prices named, it 
shows no particular hesitation in seeking to book or- 
ders when inquiry arises. 

The independent mills on the whole are not produc- 


ing more than about 60 per cent of their possible out- 
put, but the business is variously distributed, a few 
plants being entirely idle, while a few are operating 
most full. 

There is no very clear distinction between the in- 
dependents who make their steel and those who buy 
steel, except that some independents without steel 
mills are idle altogether, while all the independents 
who have steel mills are running at least in part. 
While on the surface it would appear that the margin 
between pig iron and sheet bars is large and between 
sheet bars and sheets small, the fact seems to be that 
there is very little profit in the steel, and that if there 
is a loss in making sheets from purchased steel there 
is not much profit in making sheets from the pig iron 
and scrap. 

The Chicago price to retailers is $3.65 out of store 
per 100 pounds, No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 


COPPER. 


The market is dull and unchanged. Leading pro- 
ducers and selling agencies continue to quote electro- 
lytic at 12%c. Some sales of small, lots at 12'%4c are 
reported, but they are not regarded as forecasting any 
lowering of prices on large lots. Consumers are ad- 
hering to a hand-to-mouth policy, the unsettled for- 
eign industrial situation having made buyers even 
more cautious than they have been. The increase of 
surplus stocks as shown in the fortnightly statistics 
abroad was not unexpected. 

The British Board of Trade reports stocks of 52,580 
tons at London, Liverpool and Swansea on August 
31, and apparent deliveries of 79,529 tons for the first 
eight months of 1911 against 60,764 in the same period 
of last year. 

J. Parke Channing, who is in the West inspecting 
mining properties, in an interview in Spokane, said 
that while the increase in production next year will be 
about 200,000,000 pounds from the new porphyry 
mines, this is only 10 per cent of the normal output. 
Mr. Channing said that owing to the exhaustion of 
the older mines there soon will be a shortage in the 
world’s supply of copper, unless, in the meantime, 
great ore bodies are found. The basic condition of 
the mineral industry, he continued, is that the world 
supply of gold, copper and lead is short, while there 
are ample supplies of iron, zinc and silver already de- 
veloped or known to exist. 


TIN. 


The market is now very close to the low point of 
the year. A drop of £4 5s in spots and of 
£4 10s in futures reported from London 
one day during the past week, which marked 
a decline of £9 5s in spots and £6 15s in fu- 
tures in two days. This decline brought futures to 
within £1 15s of the low point for the year. Prices 
here declined sympathetically, spots receding 75 points 
on the inside and 125 on the outside price, September 
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‘ell away 10744, with October, November and De- 
cember positions declining 90, 8712 and 100 points 
respectively. The market here was officially called 
quiet. Sales continue heavy at London. 


SPELTER. 

The market is quoted as dull and unchanged. Ship- 
ments from the Joplin ore districts this year to date 
are 189,808 tons; last year, 204,861, a decrease of 
15,053 tons. It is said that there is considerable buy- 
ing for export, with bids/from abroad 5 points above 
local bids. Last week, while bids from abroad were 
at 5.85 and even higher, sellers insisted that the mar- 
ket was 5.80 and would not admit for some time that 
they were selling at 5.85. Stocks in both sellers’ and 
consumers’ hands are light and there is a steadily in- 
creasing demand which keeps the offerings well 
cleaned up. 


COKE. 

Business is reported as fairly active and prices firm, 
with production increasing. The full report on the 
production of coke in the United States during 1910, 
as compiled by Edward W. Parker, of the Geological 
Survey, has been issued by the Department of the 
Interior. 

Last year’s output was the greatest on record, 
amounting to 41,708,810 short tons valued at $99,- 
742,701. Compared with 1909 the increase in produc- 
tion was 2,393,745 tons, or 6.1%, and the increase in 
value was 9,777,218, or 10.9%. The highest previous 
record for output was made in 1907 with a production 
of 40,779,564 tons worth $111,539,126. Compared 
with 1907 the output of 1910 was 920,246 tons greater, 
but the total value was $11,796,425 less. 

The financial results of the year’s business, notwith- 
standing its great volume, were of an unfavorable 
character, The average value per ton of coke ad- 
vanced from $2.29 in 1909 to $2.39 in IgI0, and the 
total value of the year’s output, as has been stated, was 
$9,777,218 greater, but these gains were more than 
offset by the increase in cost of the coal charged into 
the ovens. The increased value of the coal used in 
1910 was $12,643,011, as compared with 1909, or 
$2,865,793 more than the increased value of the coke 
produced. The average value of the coke produced 
increased 10 cents per ton in 1910 over 1909, but the 
average cost of the coal used increased 14 cents per 
ton. 


PIG IRON. 


Some improvement is noticeable. It is reported that 
about 10,000 tons of iron is still under negotiation, 
which include some orders still pending with the 
founders in New England, while some New Jersey 
stove manufacturers are believed to be on the point 
of closing for about 3,000 tons of foundry grades with 
an eastern Pennsylvania furnace. A steel plant in 


southern Ohio is reported to be in the market for 
about 25,000 tons of basic iron. One New England 
founder has closed for 1,500 tons of foundry iron for 
delivery over the remainder of the vear, and several 
Similar inquiries are still pending in the market. 
Stocks are steadily decreasing and altogether a better 


feeling prevails. Buffalo melters continue very firm 
in their views. 

Bessemer remains quotable at $15, valley, or $15.90, 
Pittsburgh. It has long been regarded as in a peculiar 
position, from being $2 above the nominal quotation 
for basic, a spread quite out of line with the prece- 
dents, justifiable, however, if Bessemer is to hold a 
different position in future, which is quite possible. 
However, with the apparent spread raised to $2.40 
there may be some fresh developments in Bessemer 
iron. The $15 price has been shaded by middlemen 
fractionally, more often by 15 cents than any other 
amount, and this only in small lots, while the large 
sellers have uniformly adhered to $15, valley.

Rogers, Brown & Co., of Cincinnati, in their weekly 
market report, say: 

Improvement in sentiment was noted during the past 
week, although the volume of business done was not 
large. The best feature has been frequent buying of 
small lots by consumers just keeping up with their con- 
sumption requirements. This has tended to keep a good 
run of current business and the general indications are 
that the melt is slowly but surely increasing in amount. 

Basic and Malleable sales in the Central West had the 
call and there continues to be a fair tonnage under nego- 
tiation in this territory. In Eastern Pennsylvania terri- 
tory it is reported that consumption is slightly ahead of 
production at that point, which has served to brighten 
the situation. 

Coke is spasmodic—in some territories quiet, but fur- 
nace coke has been sold in the local territory and there 
are inquiries pending. Consumption in the Connellsville 
District fell off sharply last week and shipments increased 
during the same period. In other districts there is scarcity 
of labor, which has resulted in decreased output. 


Matthew Addy & Company of Cincinnati in their 
market report say: 

Volume of trade in the iron business is certainly grow- 
ing larger. It is not growing by leaps and bounds, but is 
steadily increasing. Shipments are heavier and there are 
scarcely any furnaces now accumulating pig iron—in fact 
many of them are shipping iron out faster than they are 
making it. One of the southern iron masters told us to- 
day that he had not accumulated a ton of iron for the 
past sixty days, but on the contrary, although his furnace 
was running full, had shipped out quite a little more than 
he had produced. In Alabama stocks declined 30,000 tons 
in August and the decrease will be greater this month. 

Low prices for pig iron have stimulated the cast iron 
pipe business so that bb in that direction are coming 
in very nicely. The larger melt of: pig iron is nowhere 
more evident than in the growing demand for coke. Coke 
is much firmer and is moving out from the ovens more 
rapidly than was the case at the beginning of the summer. 
Everything in the trade points to a more normal condition 
of affairs, with a prospect of a fine fall season. The only 
thing that is distressing is the continuance of the low 
prices, and the apparent inability of iron makers to crowd 
them up to a point where there would be a fair profit. 
As it is, prices in the south as a rule are ruinously low. 
There is no possibility in Tennessee and Alabama of 
making iron and coming out whole at the prices which are 
prevailing today. In the north things are not much better
